from world Jewry and a 
protest in New York before 
the Soviet mission to the 
United Nations. Seven per- 
sons were arrested during 
the Thursday night demon- 
stration, five of them re- 
ported to be members of 
the militant Jewish De- 
fense League. 


In the Leningrad trial 


two men were sentenced to 
death Thursday before a 
firing squad and nine oth- 
ers allegedly involved in a 
plot to hijack a Soviet 
plane to Sweden received 
long prison sentences. An- 
other 25 persons, mostly 
Jews, await trial on simi- 
lar charges. 


THE FIVE district attor-

The overlapping cease-fires — 24 


hours by the Saigon declaration and 72 
hours according to the Communist com- 
mand — did not include Cambodia. 


There, North Vietnamese troops at- 


tacked government positions along vital 
Highway 4 and 
fighting continued 


through Christmas Day. Cambodian gov- 
ernment troops have been trying for a 
week to reopen the highway, closed 
more than a month ago by North Viet- 
namese army units. The latest attacks 
were about 70 miles southwest of Phnom 
Penh. 


Nazi Mass Grave Bared 


MOSCOW — The Soviets Friday dis- 


played for foreign newsmen the remains 
of 1,480 persons who were killed by Nazis 
and buried in a mass grave near Simfer- 
topol, Tass said. The Soviet news agency • 
•published the names of eight persons 
-who allegedly took part in mass murders 
iin the area and said a Ukranian official 
demanded their extradition from West 
Germany. 


E. Germans Wound Refugee 


BERLIN — East German Communists 


opened fire early Christmas day on a ref- 
ugee trying to flee to the West and 
wounded him with a burst of 40 to 50 ma- 
chine gun bullets, some of which struck . 
the American sector's Kreuzberg district. 
West Berlin police who witnessed the in- 
cident said the man fell to the ground as 
he ran toward the Berlin Wall and was 


"^removed later in an ambulance. He had

Palestine-Jordan Clash 


AMMAN — Palestinian guerrillas at- 


tacked Jordanian army troops northwest 
of Amman Friday and killed two soldiers 
and wounded two others, a government 
spokesman said in Amman. He said the 
attackers used medium machine guns, 
mortars and Katyusha rockets in the at- 
tacks just north of Salt which is 12 miles 
northwest of the Jordanian capital. He 
said the Jordan army repulsed the at- 
tack. 


12 Drown During Heat Wave 


BUENOS AIRES — At least 12 per- 


sons drowned during the Christmas holi- 
days at Argentine and Uruguayan beach- 
es where thousands flocked to escape an 
early summer heat wave gripping the 
two countries. 


Officials in Rosario, Argentina, 170 


miles northwest of Buenos Aires, report- 
ed nine persons drowned in the Parana 
River Dec. 24 and 25. Two other persons 
were missing in Rosario. Police in Mon- 
tevideo, Uruguay, reported three drown- 
ing victims and said lifeguards at beach- 
es were kept busy pulling endangered 
swimmers from the water.

Pollution Abatement Battle 
VIENNA, W. Va. — A 20-year battle

could be a pacesetter for the nation's 
cities that will likely turn to the new fed- 
eral agency for help in controlling pollu- 
tion.

There 
are fewer all-white private schools and a 
cautious kind of optimism about the uni- 
tary system. "What we've been trying to 
do is assure the parents that their chil- 
dren are going to be safe and we're 
going to do everything we can to give 
them the-best education," says School 
Supt. L. C. Lutz of West Baton Rouge 
Parish. He said he believes the children 
have come back because many white 
parents have overcome fears that the 
children won't learn in integrated schools 
and that they will be unsafe because of 
fighting.

CHICAGO — Miami enjoyed its own

Chiistmas bicycle," Policewoman Pat Berry of Harbor 
Division's detective bureau tells new-bike owners.

"The very first thing, when you look over your new 


hicvcle, locate its frame serial number and write it 
down. You'll find it stamped into the metal under the 
sprocket or near the back wheel. 


."When you park your bicycle, lock up with a regulai 


bkycle lock which goes through the frame and the back 


f'-And be sure to register your bike. That gives the 
jSollce a chance to return your bike to you if it should be 


' Bicycle registration costs very little. The way you go 


about it varies from city to city, or in.county territory. 
You can check by phone, with your police or sheriff's 
station, or bicycle store, or at school. 


In .the harbor Division — Wilmington, San Pedro and 


Harbor City — where Policewoman Berry keeps track of 
bicycles, 800 new bikes are registered each year, mostly 
at Christmas. 


"There are a great many other new bikes which 


don't get registered, and that's too bad!"

But another 120 — on the average each year — are 


"found" — and that means turned in without any identi- 
fication.

At seasons the 
current went more swiftly, 
and again quite slowly, but

— under the bridge. 


"Watching that.day, the 


,boy made a discovery. It 
was not the discovery of .a 
material thing, something 
he might put his hands 
upon. He could not even 
see it. He had discovered a 
great idea. Quite suddenly, 
and yet quickly, he knew 
that everything in his life 
would some day pass un- • 
der the bridge and be 
done; like water.

Seeks Help for Draft Evaders

The World Council of 


Churches has asked its 
constituency (240 member 
churches 
90 
countries) 


to support a program of 
refugee aid among Ameri- 
can draft-age immigrants 
in Canada. 


The $70,000 a year which 


is Sought (for three years) 
will be expended through 
the Canadian Council of 
Churches. The Canadian 
Council 
turned 
to 
the 


World Council for help be- 
cause it recognized that — 


a.—several thousands, of 


young men had rather sud- 
denly become residents of 
Canada under abnormal cir- 
cumstances 
and 
needed 


help of m a n y kinds — 
physical, emotional, spirit- 
ual. 


b.—the churches in Can- 


ada did not have the finan- 
cial resources necessary to 
do the job of meeting those 
needs, 
nor 
were 
the 


churches of the United 
States' likely to respond 
with major funds because 
of the political sensitivity 
of the.issue. 


The World Council has 


viewed the need as an in- 
ternational one and there- 
fore appropriate for re- 
sponse by an international 
body of Christians. The 
World Council has made 
no judgement regarding the 


II legitimacy of the decisions 


which brought to Canada 
the 
thousands 
of draft 


evaders and military de- 
serters. In announcing the 
program of aid, it said: 


'It is clearly, understood 


that none of the funds so 
granted are intended to be 
used to induce desertion or 
evasion on the part of U.S. 
citizens of draft age." 


To suggest that more 


boys will go if they know 
help is waiting is like sug- 
gesting that z. ministry to 
drug addicts encourages 
drug addiction or that a 
prison chaplaincy encour- 
ages crime. 


The WCC views the Can- 


ada need in exactly the 
same terms it has applied 
over the past two deacdes 
to other refugee situations: 
Hungarian, Nigerian-Biaf- 
ran, Vietnatr.sse, and so 
on. When people anywhere 
are in great need because 
of international turbulence, 
Christians who have the 
means to do so are expect- 
ed to respond to that need, 
without inquiring into the 
political thinking of the re- 
fugeee. 


We repeat, the ministry

This dis- 
tinction between act and 
actor is a difficult one to 
communicate, and one that 
was misunderstood in New 
Testament times as well. 


Further, the World Coun- 


cil is not a United States 
body\ That doesn't mean it 
is inherently anti-U.S. (in 
fact, much of our consti- 
tuency in the rest of the 
world still believes the 
Council is over-influenced 
by U.S. leadership 
and 


money). It does mean that 
when the member church- 
es in one area of the world 
(e.g. Canada) ask.for help 
from the world body of 
Christians to which they 
belong, that body must 
have very good reasons in- 
deed for saying No to such 
a request. The appeal, by 
the way, will draw upon no 
general budget funds of 
WCC, 
and 
money 
will 


come only from member 
churches which specifical- 
ly decide to contribute. 


Permit' one brief word 


about the irony that our 
country itself 
showed a 


genuine concern for the 
refugees 
from European 


military conscription dur- 
ing the past century and a 
half.

ture is not the greatest as- 
piration ; of m o s t blacks. 
That aspiration is to be 
fully human. We must all 
recognize and accept the 
reality of who we are. 


"Blacks tried Integration 


in the past, and didn't 
push their own' culture, 
they were ready to be ab- 
sorbed in the so-called 
melting pot, but to no 
avail. Many got lost in the 
•process. Now they are at- 
tempting 
to 
rediscover 


themselves, as step one. I 
think that's great. We're 
talking about mutual re- 
spect." 


The 
Methodist 
leader 


added that- he does not 
share file deep pessimism 
of many on the race ques- 
tion. "At this point of his- 
tory I'm optimistic. In the 
1960s we .were wrestling 
and struggling with new 
things. The 70s is the time 
for real creative involve- 
ment and change. 


"Please let me get in a 


tribute to the young church 
people. They have pushed 
these tilings into the con- 
sciousness of every major 
denomination.

A spot check among oth- 


er Long Beach ministers 
came up with no dramatic 
findings. By fairly general 
agreement, the attitude of 
whites has improved in the 
past decade, opening the 
way for more changes— 
and changes are still very 
much needed.

NEW YORK — The pro football playoffs start today, 


without the New York Giants, and as any Giant fan can 
tell you the whole system is absurdly unfair: How can a 
team, in the midst of reconstruction after six very lean 
seasons, be judged on something as dehumanizing as 
wins and losses? 


Here was a team, playing in a haunted stadium, 


mocked by parvenu Jets fans from Long Island, a team 
that lost the first three games of the season, then came 
back to win eight of the next 10. What about those intan- 
gibles? What sense is there in building character if no 
one is keeping score? 


Why should one team get into the playoffs just be- 


cause it scored more touchdowns and field goals than 
some other team that might have nicer guys? 


Don't think competent minds haven't been working 


on this problem. One preliminary result is the Intangi- 
' bles Indicator and Evaluations Systems, Inc., a kind of 


Computerized tote board of mental, emotional and socie- 
tal factors that might effect the outcome of a football 
game. 


The program, tentatively called Indival, Is the brain 


child of four Westport, Conn., 9-year-olds who were cut 
from their little league football team for not showing 
"competitive drive, a disregard for pain, and an accept- 
able level of brutality." To assuage their humiliation, 
their parents, as a Christmas present, bought them time 
on an N.C.R. computer. 


By forcing their parents to give them their joint 


present early, the Indival partners were able to spend 
Christmas Eve formulating the basic list of intangible 


'factors. But by late Christmas Day, they had fallen into 


wrangling over the weight each factor should be as- 
Signed. 


Which was more important to a team, they argued 


among themselves, the number of failed fried chicken 
franchises owned by the quarterback, the state of the 
end's wardrobe, the tackle's marriage, the coach's stom- 
ach? Being 9-year-olds, they (till didn't have all the 
answers. 


;T 
IF THE BOYS GET themselves together before they 


l.vn turned on to girls, the future of Indival is mindbog- 
^•gling, opening avenues, as it does, to the reevaluation of 
''everything. As it is now, however, Indival works in foot- 
-jball thusly: 
"'-,' Before a game, a list of intangible factors, each 
- bearing a prescribed weight, is fed into the computer. 
' For example, the owner of the Mastodons, whose person- 
, al worth has just tripled through clever merger, calls a 
" team meeting to berate his players: instead of concen- 
-.trating on defending their division title, they've become 
/ ''fat cats," diverted by commercials, autobiographies 
' and speaking engagements. The Mastadons automatical- 
ly get three Indival points. 


Their opponents, the Cyborgs, have just been rocked 


by a nasty little scandal: their trainer quit to write a 
book, "Out of My Bag," in which he revealed that the 
club bought its amphetamines, barbiturates, anabolic 
steroids, and marijuana wholesale from Communist 
China, which is against league rules. This is worth Indi- 
val points for the Cyborgs. 


Assuming for simplicity's sake, that these are the 


only pre-game factors evaluated the Mastadons will lead 
the Cyborgs, 3-2, before the kickoff. Now, the system be- 
comes complicated, for each play must be reevaluated 
in a "human <and contemporary light," as the Indival 
prospectus states. 


FOR EXAMPLE, IN A SAMPLE PLAY, the Cy- 


borg's quarterback ordered a risky pass play. Well 
aware that a stock issued under his name was currently 
off the board and under investigation, the line reflected 
its general lack of confidence with half-hearted pass- 
blocking. 


That, combined with the primary receiver's under- 


standable reluctance to have his head rapped again by 
the cornerback — he planned to continue graduate study 
in botany during the off season — caused a short pass. 


The linebacker who intercepted was out of position, 


exhausted as he was by a scries of visits to children's 
hospitals, part of his long-range scheme to seduce a Sal- 
vation Army lieutenant. He was tackled by the tight end 
who had purposely fallen down at the snap to get the 
coin one of the officials had carelessly dropped before 
kickoff. 


It was right here, of course, that the Indival partner- 


ship came apart, and the four 9-year-olds began fighting 
among themselves. 


Who but The Shadow, argued the wisest among 


them, would even want to know what lurks in men's 
minds? It's bad enough to have to watch the films all 
winter.

They are mysti- 
fying 'pests to . some gar- 
deners because ; they 'are 
rarely found on the plants 
during the day. 


They, are 
"graveyard 


workers." 
The 
weevils 


come out of the soil in late 
afternoon or at twilight 
and slowly .climb to the 
topmost branches of: the 
plant. They feast on foli- 
age or flowers throughout 
the night. At sunup they 
drop ,: to the ground and 
burrow into the soil. Their 
bodies are about one-quar- 
ter inch long.- Their tan 
color blends with the color 
of the soil. That is why 
they are hard to detect if 
the soil is disturbed. 


It is easy to -get rid of 


them. The soil around the 
plant damaged by weevils 
should be t h o r o u g h 1 y 
soaked. A day or so later 
the .plant and the soil 
should be drenched with a 
stomach-type 
insecticide 


spray. 


Dormant 'spray 
decid- 


uous fruit trees such as 
peaches, plums, apricots, 
nectarines, pears, apples 
and nuts. Also spray the 
dwarf deciduous fruit trees 
grown in containers. 


The "dormant 
spray" 


combines fungicide and oil 
emulsion in the same con- 
tainer. Use of an oil emul- 
sion alone is not a dor- 
mant spray. The gardener 
should use both 
sprays 


adding each to the same 
amount of water (the fun- 
gicide spray which has a 
sulphur base, might stain 
nearby walls or walks.) 


IT IS ALWAYS wise to 


have the soil thoroughly 
soaked 
before 
spraying, 


because 
it 
should 
be 


sprayed after the plants 
are drenched with spray. 


This same principle ap- 


plies whether you are feed- 
ing plants or lawns or 
treating soil with certain 
chemicals. 
Doing 
this 


helps 
prevent 
fertilizer 


burn, spray burn, or chem- 
ical burn if the proper 
amount of the material has 
been applied. 


The lawn soil should be 


moist, 
but 
the 
leaves 


should be dry when the 
fertilizer is applied. The 
lawn should be hand wa- 
tered after the sprinkler 
system 
has been used. 


This is to make sure the 
fertilize grains wash down 
below the leafage. 


It is time to think about 


flowers. Those sunny bare 
areas in the back yard can 
be painted with living col- 
or by sowing wild flowers 
or Shirley poppy, baby 
blue 
eyes, dimorpholeca 


aurantiaca, California pop- 
py, or nemesia. 


Soil should be watered 


well a day or two before 
sowing. Premoistened soil 
-will be much easier to 
rake, so scratch the ground 
a half inch to an inch 
deep.

Mel Torme who has been 


around the entertainment 
field ever since I can re- 
member, 
and 
looks as 


young as ever, has1 a syn- 
dicated talk 'show airing at 
7 tonight on Ch. 11. 


The name of the show is 


.. "The Price of Fame." It is 
underwritten by the adver- 
tiser 
which engages in 


some old fashioned barter- 
ing agreements with sta- 
tions. Instead of buying 
time and airing the pro- 
gram, the sponsor, in this 
case Canada Dry, takes 
two commercials in ex- 
change for offering the 
program, and allows the 
station ot sell two other 
commercial spots in the 
show to local buyers. 


This is a rather fascinat- 


ing concept. It means the 
syndicated 
field can be 


flooded with shows which 
stations do not originate. 
Incidentally, this subject of 
new concepts in TV prp- 


• gramming. is discussed in 
Sunday's TeleVues, in an 
article by Jack Gould of 
the New York 'limes. In 
this case, it's what I'd call 
another strikeout for the 
whole philosophy that local 
stations are supposed to 
originate local programs.

Confounded, Manila Foreseen

LAS VEGAS, Nev. Iff) — 


Water, or lack of it, will 
determine areas of popula- 
tion growth in much of the 
United States in the dec- 
ades ahead, says the gov- 
ernment's top water offi- 
cial, 


Commissioner of Recla- 


mation Ellis Armstrong, in 
Las Vegas for the annual 
convention of the National 
Water Resources Associa- 
tion, described water as a 
key to controlling popula- 
tion movement. 


"The 
population 
will 


keep 
growing in some 


areas because of water," 
Ellis said in an interview, 
"but in some areas you 
will run out of water and 
probably won't grow at all 
or so fast. This is happen- 
ing now in the Southwest." 


• While the national should 
have sufficient water to 
take care of population 
growth for years to come, 
Ellis said, getting it to: the 
right place, naturally or 
artificially, will become in- 
creasingly important. 


Cloud seeding to produce 


increased rainfall, now un- 
derway in seven states, 
will increase rainfall 10 to 
20 per cent in dry areas, 
he said. 


The federal government 


has spent at least $22 mil- 
lion developing the me- 
chanics of cloud seeding, 
and Ellis said there was 


no doubt that increased 
rainfall can be produced in 
desirable areas. 


Desalination of sea wa- 


ter in the breeder nuclear 
reactors now being devel- 
oped may provide coastal 
areas with abundant fresh 
water decades from now, 
but Ellis described it as "a 
long way down the road." 


Importation 
of water 


from Canada and ultimate- 
ly from the Alaskan artic 
may be necessary to sup- 
ply American water needs 
by the year 2020, said El- 
lis. 


The problem with im- 


porting water from Canada 
is to convince the Canadi- 
ans they want to give it to 
us, he said. 


The problem of trans- 


porting water from the Ar- 
tic is simply one of cost: 
"We have the techniques 
now to do it." 


A comprehensive water 


plan is needed in the East, 
said Ellis, or a drought 
such as that of 10 years 
ago could be a major dis- 
aster. 


"There was enough wa- 


ter there in the past for all 
kinds of margin of error," 
he said. 


"Now we need the kind 


of clout the federal govern- 
ment has to develop an 
overall plan. It is going to 
have to be done."

THE LAKE is more than 


30 miles long and six miles 
wide.

There are some prob- 


lems, however. Even Flat- 
head is gradually showing 
signs of man's unnatural 
contribution to its waters.

Algae, Hern explained, 


grows because of nutrients 
in the water. The nutrients 
come from sewage — in 
this case, said Hern, from 
homes around the lake and 
from communities located 
along the intake streams. 


TIBBS said the Flathead
